The work of the Education Committee and its Secretary has been conducted 
fcii-iriiig the past year in a most harmonious and satisfactory manner. Larger funds 

'been collected than in any past year, the churches having contributed 
461.60, an increase of £3,061.66 over the previous year, and a larger number 
candidates have been aided than ever before. Two hundred and twenty-nine 
beneficiaries have been on the roll. The largest number of these candidates are 
tix*fi er the care of the Bynod of South Carolina; the next largest in the Synod of 
^°x*th Carolina, and the next under the Synod of Texas. About half of the bene- 

are in theological seminaries, eleven of whom are attending institutions 
in connection with this General Assembly. Of college students aided, the 
^*gest number at any one institution is at Davidson College, 27; the next largest 
Austin College, 11; and the next largest at Clinton College, 10. A few are at 
private schools and academies. The expenses of conducting the work .have been 
very small, amounting to only six and a half per cent, of the receipts. There is a 
prospect of a considerable increase in the number of candidates who will require 
aid next year, and this will necessitate a corresponding increase in the funds at the 
command of the committee.

'in the church and in public life among their people, the main idea on our part be¬ 
ing, of course, to lead them all to Christ. The Choctaw National Council, last Oc¬ 
tober, decided to rescind all school contracts, and accordingly gave ns six xaxoxxiliii 1 * 
notice, which was required by agreement, that their contract with us would be can¬ 
celled on the first day of next June. They have made some rigid rules as to the 
parties with whom they will make future contracts; but Mr. Kalston has succeeded 
so far in doing a fine work at Armstrong, which we have reason to believe is as 
satisfactory to the School Board of the Choctaw nation as it is to us, and your $n- 
mittee has decided that if we hold this school, it will continue to give us the best 
of opportunities to do a work for our Lord among this people, and hence it has 
authorized Mr. Ralston to seek to make a new contract for us, under which we 
will furnish a suitable superintendent and two acceptable teachers, and the cost to 
ns will probably be hereafter as it has been heretofore, $2,100 per year.

IV. ABSTRACT OF THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE 

COMMITTEE OF EDUCATION. 

Wo are gratified in being able to report a larger work done than in any pre¬ 
vious year of the committee’s existence. The entire number of candidates re¬ 
ported to us for aid was 236. Three of these declined aid, and four did not 
enter upon their studies. This left upon our roll 229. Of this number 202 ap¬ 
plied for the maximum appropriation of $100; the others for smaller amounts. 

Thus it will be seen that over $20,000 would be required to pay these appro¬ 
priations.

Co-operation. 


In the month of March a letter was received by the Secretary from the Rev. Dr. 
Arthur Mitchell, one of the Secretaries of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States of America, requesting a conference on 
Certain matters in Brazil and Korea, in which that Board and the Executive Com* 
mittee have a common interest. Dr. Mitchell suggested that the Secretary, or 
some other representative of the Executive Committee, should visit New York for this 
purpose, the expense of the visit to be divided between the Board and the Committee. 
In compliance with this request, the Secretary went to New York, and a day was 
spent in conference between the Secretaries of the Board and himself. The mat* 
ters discussed were the present need of a Theological Seminary in Brazil, the loca¬ 
tion of the seminary, the salaries of missionaries and native helpers in Brazil, the 
development of self-support in the native churches, and the distribution of the mis¬ 
sionary force in Korea. At the close of the discussion there was a cordial expres¬ 
sion of opinion from both sides as to the advantages of the’ conference; and, on the 
return of the secretary and his report to the Committee, the conviction was im¬ 
pressed on the members of the Committee that the time has arrived when arrange¬ 
ments should bejmade for a closer co-operation between the Executive Committee 
and the Board than now exists. 

In the providence of God the work under the care of the Board and that under 
the care of the Committee have been drawing closer together year by year. In 
Japan and in Brazil their missionaries and ours are in the same ecclesiastical or¬ 
ganization. In the training of theological students, in the evangelization of the 
people, in the councils of the Church, the interests of all are one. In China meas¬ 
ures are in contemplation to create the same unity in work. For the highest suc¬ 
cess in Korea this unity is necessary. In Mexico the missions of the two churches 
are contiguous, and in Africa there might be a gain of important ben fits by united 
effort. Under these circumstances, it is the judgment of your Executive Commit¬ 
tee that it will be wise to consider whether it is practicable to arrange a basis of 
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co-operation on which, without sacrificing the advantages which ipriug from the 

denominational control and the just aspirations of denomina¬ 
tional zeal, there may be unity in the administration of the funds contributed, in 
the direction of workers in the foreign field, and in the literature

ittee, June 3, 1891, the Secretary read the ac¬ 
tion of the last Assembly commending the work of the committee, calling atten¬ 
tion to the day of prayer, asking the churches for the sum of $30,000 for this 
cause, and requiring the Secretary to devote his whole time to the work— not only 
to perform office work, but as occasion demands, to visit the Presbyteries, Theo¬ 
logical Seminaries, Colleges, and such churches as may be open to him, and to re- 
eel ve such salary as the Executive Committee may decide on ; thereupon the Sec¬ 
retary’s salary was fixed at $2,500, and that of the Treasurer, G. W. Macrae, at $100.

XI. REPORT OF REV. A. L. PHILLIPS, COMMISSIONER TO ATTEND 
TO THE ORGANIZATION OF AN INDEPENDENT' SYNOD. 

Fathers and Brethren. — Agreeable to the appointment and instructions of 
the General Assembly of 1891, I have diligently visited and corresponded with 
the various colored Presbyteries, have tried to gather authentic information m 
to their wishes in regard to their union into a separate and independent Synod, 
have conferred with our own Synods concerned, and have borne to the colored 
brethren cordial assurances of our sympathy and aid. I herewith submit my 
report, setting forth the facts learned and making such suggestions as seem 
proper and useful. 

There are now in the territory embraced by our Church five Presbyteries, 
composed wholly of colored ministers and churches, viz.: 

(1.) The Presbytery of North and South Carolina , composed of churches in 
lower North and upper South Carolina, organized November 3rd, 1876, as an 
independent body. It is now independent. I had a conference at Bishopvilie, 
S. C., October 22, 1891, with a committee of that Presbytery, consisting of 
Revs. J. II. Ghee, R. C. James, and P. T. Willis, and Ruling Elders Jacob G, 
George and Mitchell Chapman. All were present except Rev. P. T. Willis. 
These men are leading members of that Presbytery. They said that their 
churches had never grown much until they became an independent body, that 
they would not surrender their independence for any cause, but that they would 
be glad to unite with other Presbyteries to form an independent Synod. 

There has always been a most fraternal relation between this Presbytery and 
our own Church. For several years we have helped to sustain their pastors and 
have educated their candidates free of cost to them. 

(2.) The Presbytery of Central Alabama , organized at Tuskaloosa, Ala., 
December 12, 1890. I met this Presbytery in the fall of 1891, and having dis¬

Furthermore, inquiries are being made 
by colored ministers outside of the Southern Church as to the organization of this 
separate Presbyterian Church, expressing their approval of the movement and 
desiring to take part in it. 

In consideration, therefore, of all that I have said above and by virtue of the 
authority given me by the last Goneral Assembly, I call upon the Presbyteries 
of North and South Carolina, Ethel, Texas, Central Alabama and Zion
